Injuries 
mav cause a haze or blemish or this 
transparent membrane and so .impair 
good ••-eyesight, It tho injury happens 
to occur immediately over the pupil 
Owing to the fact that the cornea it-, 
self contains no blood 
vessels 
and 
must absorb its nourishment from oth- 
er structures, slight injuries are very 
serlduj because the healing procew Is 
necessarily slow.

ly loss or destruction of the surface 
covering, KO that a raw place remains. 


Inflammation of the cornea or in- 


iury t<< -the cornea by foreign bodies 
'Ccinders. fragments of 
iron, 
emery, 
etc ) often cause minute breaks ot the 
surface which must 
be 
considered 


rtnall ulcers. 
If an ulcer of plnhead 


develops it: is 
always 
a serious 
er. There Is much pain, not mere 
tion or smarting as in conjunc- 


tivitis or ordinary sore yes. and also 
a marked sensitiveness to light, with 
consentient spasm of the lids to keep 
the eye ..tightly closed. 
When severe 


symptoms like these are present the 
patient should not procrastinate but 
promptly seek the services of physi- 
cian or oculist. Remember, the ulcfer 
Itself Is so small -as to be overlooked 
bv tho amateur, or, It noticed at all. 
considered a trifle. 
The great danger 


In any such cose Is Infection through 
uncleanly handling—as by holding an 
unclean handkerchief to the eye. 
It 


is best to apply 
a compress (many 
folds of cflean cheesecloth or a clean 
ironed handkerchief) to the-eye, keep 
it wet with warm normal salt solu- 
tion (rounded teaspoonful 
salt dis- 


solved In pint of. boiled water) 
or 


with saturated solution of boric acid 
(all the boric acid tho freshly boiled 
water will dissolve.) This should be 
held In place with a bandage about 
tho head and affected eye, until medi- 
cal care can be had, 


SUg-ht corneal ulceration, if unrec- 


ognized or neglected, is likely to lead 
to permanent damage 
to the sight, 
.through opacities which remain after 
the ulcer heals or through-infection 
and damage to the internal mechan- 
ism of-the eye. 


Still another form of corne-al in- 


flammation In children who hava in- 


herited syphilis or contracted tuber- 
culosis in infancy, affects the deeper 
layers of the cornea and sometimes 
gravely damages the eye.
